ed the meeting, praising employes 
for “an excellent. record of bond 
purchases in the past.” He declared 
that the San Francisco Housing 
Authority wants to do. everything 
in its power to support the Seventh 
War Bond drive. 


The director then introduced Gil-

While he and other of- 
ficers were held by. the Germans 
they lived through 42 allied bomb- 
ings—fortunate throughout in es 
receiving a direct ‘hit. 


Mr. Hume later reminded the au- 
dience that Lieut: Binswanger’s ex- 
periences were being relived daily 
by thousands of American fighting 
men. He again stressed the fact 
that “you are not giving, subscrib- 
ing or donating your money when 
you buy War Bonds—you are in-. 
vesting in the greatest security in 
the world.”

who said: 

“I wish it were possible to say 
that now the toil, the dislocations 
and grim sacrifices of the past war 
years may be reduced drastically. 
Unfortunately, that is far from true. 
Even on this day, marked by a tre- 
menodus accomplishment, we must 
face facts realistically.” 


The Army too urged that no let- 
down be allowed to delay the day 
of final victory and complete end 
of the war. 


Major General H. C. Pratt, com- 
manding general of the Western 
Defense Command, urged the peo- 
ple of the West Coast to dedicate 
themselves to completing the job 
that is “far from finished. There 
must be no let-down in the effort 
of the armed forces or of the civil- 
ian population,” he «said. 


At the same time Rear Admiral 
V. H. Ragsdale, commander of 
Fleet Air, Alameda, declared “mo- 
mentum is the priceless ingredient 
in warfare... We"must remember this 
principle in the full flush of this 
victorious moment, for time will 
not stand still in the Pacific thea- 
ters of. decision merely because Ja- 
pan now faces our combined arms 
with no allies. 


“A tremendous job lies ahead.” 

Taking virtually the same view of 
the situation, Vice-Admiral J. W. 
Greenslade, USN (Ret.), resources 
coordinator for the Western Sea 
Frontier, asserted, “The defeat of 
Germany must be reflected in an 


ever-increasing flow of material 


and men to the vast Pecific thea- 
ters of combat until Japan admits 
and accepts unconditional defeat.” 


All these statements are support- 
ed in official Navy statements is- 
sued as late as last month which 
said the cessation of hostilities in 
Europe would be but a signal for 
an increased work load at Hunter’s 
Point. There will be no cut-back in 
employment, it was stated. 


End of the European war will 
make no change in current plans 
for continued construction of 
homes for workers at Hunter’s 
Point, according to John W. Beard, 
executive director of the San Fran- 
cisco Housing Authority. 


At present, work is proceeding 
on Channel War Dwellings of 260 
homes, the South Basin project of 
portable dwellings is almost fin- 
ished, and 1,000 other homes scat- 
tered throughout Hunter’s Point 
will be completed in the next few 
months. 

The Navy’s program of building 
up its worker strength at the Hunt- 
er’s Point Drydocks to its goal of 
20,000 employes will continue, and 
housing for these workers must be 
provided.

Sets Forth Aims 


‘The Negro. in fee DR as has an un- 
precedented opportunity at the 
United Nations Conference, now hbe- 
ing held. in San Francisco, “‘to lift 
his sights to encompass a world 
view of the problems of peace,” 
according to Dr. Mary McLeod Be- 
thune, president of the National 
Council of Negro Women, 


Dr. Bethune is in San Francisco 
to prepare resolutions on world and 
domestic. matters for presentation 
to the Conference. 

“The Negro now has an opportu- 
nity to think in unison with the 
representatives of 46 nations on 


the most effective means of settling 


national differences,” she said at a 
press conference. 


“This opportunity challenges the 
Negro, not only to broaden his per- 
sonal viewpoint, but to establish 
on a firmer basis the elevation of 
hi own status here in America. 

“Through this Conference, the 
Negro becomes closely allied with 
all the darker races of the world, 
but. more importantly, he becomes 
integrated into the structure of the 
peace and. freedom of all people 
everywhere,” 

“It is heartening and unique,” she 
declared, “that we are, in contrast 
to the pattern of all previous wars, 
striking boldly while yet in the 
agony and suffering of a war-torn 
world, for the design of lasting 
peace.” ’

Is Your Mail 
important To You? 


To° most people, and especially 
now, with families scattered over 
the world, mail is one of the most 
important’/things in life. 

The Postal Inspectors are .con- 
stantly watching for evidence of 
tampering with and destroying 
mail. This is a Federal Offense and 
the penalties are heavy. : 

Many parents do not realize that 
they are responsible legally for the 
activities of their children. The 
child .who pilfers mail “to play 
postman” and the child who thinks 
destruction is fun hails only one pro- 
tection from the future conse- 
quences of this type of behaviour. 
That -protection is the training 
given him by his parents now. | 

If a neighbor comes to you with 
a statement that your child has 
been seen destroying mail or play- 
ing with other peoples letters, you 
should remember three things: ~ 

First, the neighbor’s state of ex- 
citement is perfectly natural under 
the circumstances—you would feel 
the same way if the situation were 
reversed, 

Second, your neighbor is giving 
you a chance to look into one of 
your child’s activities, which if cor- 
rected now may Save him from 


{forming habits that will lead him 


into serious*trouble later in his 
life. 5 . 

Third, most children go through 
a destructive phase, and it is no 
disgrace, but the child, for his own 
sake, must be corrected. 

What do you think about this? 
What are you going to do about 
it? 

In the meantime, anyone who 
has information about people; 
children or grown-ups, who tamp- 
er with mail, should report all the 
facts immediately to the Postal In- 
spectors. The telephone number is 
MArket. 2500. E 

It is permissible to put locks on 
your mail boxes if you wish.
